When he fell beneatss 
the weight he was cruelly lashed by 
Roman soldiers. A great crowd of peo- 
ple were on the ‘stage in ancient 
tumes jeerinz, laughing and making 
angry gestures. No merey was 
shown except that in the shadows in 
the distance the faitiful women could 
be seen in all their sorrow The

OBITUARY 


W. Re MeKio 


W. R. McKie, a forniér resident of 
Gleichen, died in Charlottown, P.EI., 
on May 16th. Mr. McKie is well re- 
membered by many of the old timers 
in the town and district. He came to 
Gleichen in 1907 from P.E.I. and wus 
manager of the Bank of Commerce 
for some years, During that time he 
help finance many a business in Glei- 
chen that was being run ou 
a “shoestring.” He induced 
his father-in-law J. Larkin to come to 
Gleichen and build the building now 
owned by R. W. Brown. About the 
time automobiles started to become 
the rage he resigned from the bank 
and went into the garage business. 
About twenty five years ago he left 
Gleichen and moved to the coast where 
he entered various businesses, This 
spring he made a trip to P, E. I. to 
visit his daughters, whom he had not 
seen for many years and while visit- 
ing them suffered a stroke, At the 
time of his death he was 67 years old.

WINNIPEG, — The prairie prov- 
inces have a comparatively new 
big-time industry —market garden- 
ing. Headed for the ranks of major 
western businesses, it is expected to 


with bigger and better things prom- 
ised for the future. 

In Manitoba the market garden 
business is largely centred around 
Winnipeg. More than one-third of 
there with some 600 market garden 
business in 1946 was transacted 
there with some 600 market gaden 
farms clustered in the surrounding 
area. The remaining 400 are scatter- 


do @ $10,000,000 business in 1947—! 


ed throughout the rural districts. 
Some expansion is expected due to 
the opening of two new canning 
plants this year —one in Winnipeg 
and another at Winkler. 
Moose Jaw, Regina and Saskatoon 


are the hub of Saskatchewan's mar- 
ket garden business. Agriculture of- 
ficials say that approximately 550 
farmers will do a business estimated 
at more than $2,000,000 this year on 
about 1,000 acres. 

In Alberta the picture is much the 
same with the industry concentrated 
in the irrigated areas on the south 
around Lethbridge, Taber and Brooks. 

Market gardening in the foothills 
province has soared from a $#50,000 
venture by a scattered few in 1937 
to a $1,500,000 industry today. 

The general western picture, how- 
ever, shows that the industry still 
has much room for expansion as the 
present output barely supplies the 
praires. Alberta exports a_ small 
j}amount to Winnipeg and a trickle 
finds its way as far east as Toronto. 
Saskatchewan exports nothing and 


jits own requirements. 

The Manitoba export-import bal- 
ance shows closer to the black, Dur- 
}ing 1946 exports jumped considerably 
and somewhat offset heavy Californ- 
ia fruit imports. The most encourag- 
ing sign was the shipping of several 
carloads of turnips to, Vancouver last 
winter, 

Chief export markets for Manitoba 
are western Ontario and eastern 
Saskatchewan—both of which are 
closer to Winnipeg than to the base 
markets of their own provinces, 

Generally the chief prairie crops | 
are root crops—potatoes, carrots, 
beets and turnips, wih potatoes be- 
ing the principal one—accounting for 
approximately one-third of Manitoba 
market gardeners’ $5,898,000 busi- 
ness last year and half of the $2,- 
708,000 turnover in 1936. 

Other prairie crops include peas, 
beans, corn, tomatoes, cabbage, let- 
tuce, cauliflower and celery.

Charles F. Kettering, who retired 
recently as vice president of General 
Motors Corporation, said the devel- 
opment of the new engine marked 
the beginning of a “new era in eco- 
nomical use for fuel.” 

Kettering said motors of higher 
compression ratio were “possible and 
practicable”, despite a mass of tech- 
nical literature to the contrary. 

The engine demonstrated in an 
Oldsmobilé™ here was developed in 
GM’s research laboratories division, 
which Kettering headed until his re- 
tirement. Hundreds of engineers at-

tive Engineers rode in the car. 

Kettering said that test cars pow- 
ered by the new engine have been 
running in Detroit and Dayton areas. 
He said they had proved that fuel 
economies from 331% to 40 per cent.

PRUNING TOMATOES 
(Experimental ‘Farm news) 

The tomato is one of the most val- 
uable of the végetables, as it. can bo 
used in many forms and is ah import- 
ant source of vitamins, ‘Tomatoes 
which ripen on the plant contain 4 
higher vitamin content than those 
picked green and ripened indoors. 

Since ripened fruit is desirable in 
as large quantities as possible the 
tomato plants should be pruned to a 
single stem and tied to stakes. This 
practice has proved best in the pro. 
duction of early, larger and cleaner 
fruit with less disease injury and more 
convenient harvesting. 

Stakes of wood one inch by two 
inches and five feet long are satis- 
factory. Where available small stakes 
may be cut from the bush, These are 
driven into the ground to a depth of 


ten to twelve inches and a few inches HOW YOU WI LL
